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Barnes Kelly Recount 

An official recount of the ballots 
throughout the state cast by voters 
in the recent election and in the con- 
test for the office of Attorney General 
was begun in Baton this week and will 
continue in every city and town until 
concluded. Clarence A. Barnes, Re- 
publican, had a lead of 14,006 votes 
over his Democratic opponent, former 
Lieut. Gov. Francis E. Kelly but Mr. 
Kelly demanded a_ recount. Town 
Clerk Josephine S. Haskell of this 
town was notified and arrangements 
were made immediately for the re- 
count here on Friday evening at the 
town hall. The chairmen of both the 
Republican and Democratic Town 
Committees were notified. Northfield 
returns gave Barnes ‘689 votes and 
Kelly 158, and in the recount Barnes 
gained one vote from Rand. Beside 
the town clerk, registrars present 
were Chairman Charles Johnson, 
Charles L. Gilbert, Harry Gingrass. 
Henry Russell and John Callaghan 
represented the Democratic committee 
and William F. Hoehn, the Republican.
